At certain points the Germans had 
constructed in front of moats twelve 
yards wide, spiked barriers extending 
ubout six feet above the level of the 
earth surrounded by barbed wire en- 
tanglements which were so Intricate 
as to make them almost imperylous 
to anytools 

A concentration of artillery fire 
opened large breeches in the de- 
fens purapets were sent crashing to 
the ground and dismembered bodice 
were blown into” the air above the 
clouds of smok¢ The earth was 
strewn with overturned tree and 
branches, 

Mines Annihilate Garrison, 

After five hours intense tire five 
mines. laid under a parapet adjacent 
to the principal fort holding the posi- 
tion, exploded, annihilating the garri- 
son and spreading pank in the 


trenches.

Of the Ailly 
woods there remained nothing it a 
few hacked trunks and not an tneh 
of ground in it that had not been 
turned up y explosives Im the 
strange chao tones, corpses and a 
debris of Imbs lay mingled 

At 10 o'clock on April & an in- 
tensive bombardment b th enemy 
Was begun. In 90 minutes upon thh 
corner of the woods, over a front of 
from 350 to 400 yard deep, 20,000 
shells were fired; the included all 
calibres from four to eight-inch, ‘The 
entire hill disappeared in a cloud of 
smoke; all communications were eut 
during this time and when the fire 
ceased many men were mentally de 
ranged They had to be remo, and 
required everal days for reovery 

Again on April 10) and April 1 
our attacks were renewed resulting in 
1 gain of the balance of the positions 
in Ailly woods, Six German compan 
fes, besides the garrison in the fort,
